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BLOOMFIELD. 
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Tbe borough of Madison lo llorrle 
County U e piece of uoueual Importance 
to all pereoue who lake more than a 
patting Interest in municipal affair*. 
Tbe Interest centreing In Madison te 
due to tbe tact that municipal owner¬ 
ship of a water and light plant le In 
eucieeeful operation there. In all con¬ 
troversies In tbl* vicinity over tbe 
practicability of municipal ownership of 
public utilities, Madison la sure lo be 
pointed out by tbe a 4 P oca tea of munlol. 
pal ownership as a practical demoostra- 
lion of the eucceae of tbelr theory of 
municipal guraxumanl. 

Tbe latest financial report of tbe 
borough of Madison appears to have 
further atlmulated tbe advocates of 
tuuulclpai ownership, and that docu¬ 
ment has thus been reviewed and 
summarized by a Rutherford paper . 

Tbe report shows that tbe total re¬ 
ceipts for water during tbe year were 
11 l,3'i4 SO; for light, $16,021.31; for 
tape, $362; maklog a grand total of 
$36,707.81. The total expenses were 
$17,747.97. Tbe profit to tbe borough on 
water and light for tbe year was 
$8,959 84. But tble Is not ail, as a note 
ebows. ‘‘The amount of $8.969 84,” 
says tbe report, " Is earned after all 
expense for maintaining 50$ street 
lights and 154 street hydrants have 
been paid. If we should estimate the 
street lights at s value ol $30 each sod 
tbe street fire hydrants st $36 each, tbe 
borough receives a service of tbe value 
of $13,890, which, added to tbe above 
profit of $8,959.84 makes s total of $22,- 
849 84.“ Even laying aside soy such 
financial calculation, ths report shows 
tbst Madison's light and water plant 
clssrsd nearly $9,000, and that the bor¬ 
ough received Its street lights end firs 
hydrants for nothing. Turning to an¬ 
other pad af Us report, we find Uni n 
total charge of some fit,400 on water sad 
light bonds has to be met, but this 
leaves s bslaaos la favor of Us 
large saoagh to Justify 
municipal ownership In 
proved very successful- Tbs report far¬ 
ther says: “Tbs esrM fis ahes of In¬ 
debtedness for tbe Improvement of ths 
water end light plant have all been paid, 
and thars remains only ths original 
bended Indebtedness of $115,000, which 
hsa all been refunded at 3 % sod 4 per 
cent." 

W« are aware of tbe daoger of mak¬ 
log comparisons without exact knowl¬ 
edge, but ws believe that the total 
yearly receipts of tbe water oompeny 
and tba lighting company from tbe bor¬ 
ough of Butberford exceed $30,000 If 
Batberford could do as well as Madison, 
aad wa know of no reason why not—a 
municipal water and lighting plant hers 
might reasonably be expected to 
$ 10,000 s year sod supply street lights 
and fire hydrants to lbs borough for 
ootblog. services for whloh ths ti 
payer* now contribute some $ 8,000 s 
year. Tbe necessity for reduced taxa¬ 
tion without any sacrifice of tbe con 
venlencee of civilization Is recognized 
by ell who desire Butberford to keep In 
tbe van of auburbao towns. We firmly 
believe that the establishment of s mu 
nlclpal water and light plant would result 
In cutting down our tax rate without re¬ 
moving any one of the attraction* of the 
borough, and we know of no other way 
under Ifeaven to accomplish that desir¬ 
able result. 

Just one more point before leaving tbe 
Madison report. In tbe water and light 
plant expense account of $17,747 97 ere 
fifty-two Items, mainly for labor and 
merchandise In other words, most of 
tbst money was kept circulating lo end 
around Madison, Instead of being taken 
In bulk out of tbe community and dis¬ 
tributed et a distance. If any man ven¬ 
ture* to say that Butberford would not 
be better off If tbs $30,000 a year paid 
for light and water were distributed In 
our own community, tbe obvious com¬ 
ment Is tbst for such a man loos! pride 
has oo meaning sod ths logic of sveota 
fie Republicans ws ere 
protectionists It In shout 
i that the strongest Rspubilaaa town 
sf Its stsa la New Jersey realised that 
, like charity, begins at bone.
